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MATA HARI 


Dixiana’s Splendid 3-Year-Old Filly, Ready for a Workout in 
Preparation for the Kentucky Derby. 
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HE average thoughtful reader, after having 

finished my article of last week on Coat Color 
Inheritance, probably left off with the query in 
his mind, What about Fair Play and Man 0’ 
War? This sequel is for the purpose of answer- 
ing that query, insofar as Man o’ War is con- 
cerned. I omit Fair Play from consideration 
here because I have not compiled full data con- 
cerning his offspring, as regards coat color. I 
am giving full particulars concerning Man 0’ 
War in this respect, because I have been able 
to compile his record in detail and because it is 
chiefly to Man o’ War that those theorists point 
who profess to believe that coat color and racing 
ability are inherited together. 

Man o’ War has sired (foals of 1922 to 1931 
inclusive) 180 registered and named foals. Of 
these, 127 are chestnuts, 51 are bays (I use bay 
to include brown and black also), two are greys. 
Of the 180 foals, 131 have started, 102 have won, 
37 have won stakes races, 78 have failed to win. 
The following table will indicate how the win- 
ners, stakes winners and non-winners are dis- 
tributed among the color groups:

Note that 56 per cent of the 127 chestnuts have 
become winners, and that 57 per cent of the 51 
bays have won. This is quite as it should be. 
The normal expectation is that neither the bay 
nor the chestnut foals will be superior. 

In the matter of stakes winners, however, there 
is a considerable disparity between the bays and 
the chestnuts. Exactly one-third of the bay foals 
have proved to be stakes winners. Less than one- 
sixth of the chestnut foals may be so classified. 
This is significant, not because it proves the bays 
superior to the chestnuts, but because it indicates 
so clearly how groundless is the notion that Man 
o’ War's chestnuts are superior to his bays. Color, 
I am attempting to show, has nothing to do with 
the excellence of a horse’s progeny. 

But I hear, over and over, that the best sons of 
Man o’ War are chestnuts, and Crusader, Mars 
and American Flag are cited as leading evidence.

The above tabulation contains the basis of the 
notion that Man o’ War chestnuts are to be pre- 
ferred to Man o’ War bays. It happens that three 
of his four $100,000 winners are included in the 
chestnut group. The average amount of money 
earned by the 19 chestnut stakes winners is 
$47,550.05; the average amount of money earned 
by the 17 bay stakes winners is $37,622.76. 

A too hasty consideration of the stakes win- 
ners’ averages might result in the opinion that 
the quality of the Man o’ War chestnuts is indeed 
higher than that of his bays. But I shall demon- 
strate that such is not the case. 

The list of horses given above is a selection 
which includes stakes winners only. Such an ar- 
bitrary selection of a small portion of the whole 
can not be used as a basis for forming an opinion. 
All the facts available must be assembled. 

To the end of 1933, the get of Man o’ War had 
won a total of $1,841,859, by recently revised cal- 
culations. Now, 28 per cent of the get of Man 0’ 
War are bays, therefore the expectation is that 
the bays will have won 28 per cent of the money 
total. In actual fact the bays have won $680,115, 
which is 36.9 per cent of the total. 

The chestnuts, which comprise 70.5 per cent of 
the get of Man o’ War, have won $1,133,589, or 
61.5 per cent of the total. 

The greys, which comprise 1.1 per cent of Man 
o’ War's foals, have won $27,645, or 1.5 per cent 
of the total. 

In practice it has worked out that the bay sons 
and daughters of Man o’ War are better money- 
winners than his chestnut offspring. 

Turn the figures in another light and see how 
they look. The 51 bays have won $680,115, an 
average of $13,335.10 a foal; the 127 chestnuts 
have won $1,133,589, an average of $8,925.90 a 
foal. 

There are the facts concerning Man o’ War, the 
cornerstone of the color theory. In actuality his 
record is a pretty refutation of it. 

Generally speaking, the facts cited above 
correspond to an expectation which would dis- 
regard altogether the color theory, and in every 
case where there is a variation from the expecta- 
tion, the variation makes against the theory.

Protection movement among the trainers and owners to 


AKING cognizance of fear expressed by train- 

ers during the past racing season that their 
horses might be got at by unscrupulous persons, 
and wanting to afford the trainers all protection 
possible, the Fiorida State Racing Commission at 
ameeting at Tallahassee on April 10, adopted the 
following rule: 

Each association shall police its grounds at all times 
in such a manner as to preclude the admission of any 
person in and around the stables excepting those being 
duly licensed by the Commission, such as jockeys, stable 
attendants, owners or employees of said association. 

Each association shall so construct their horse stalls 
so that no provender, edibles or foreign substance can 


be admitted or introduced therein excepting through 
one door or opening. ° 


On page 375 of THE BLOOD-HORSE, March 24 
last, we drew attention to the fact that ‘the gov- 
ernors of racing and the managers of tracks have 
not provided the racing stables the full protec- 
tion to which they are entitled,”’ and we said fur- 
ther at that time: 


The stable yards are never properly policed. This 
Statement is intended to apply to every race track in 
America. Disreputable characters of each sex are per- 


mitted to come and go with scant hindrance. 
It behooves the racing authorities, who are now be- 
latedly striving to suppress the doping evil, to afford 


every protection possible against the trespass of un- 
wanted persons, idlers and bad characters, and it be- 
hooves all owners and trainers to see to it that they 


discharge the riff-raff 
employ honest people.

The action in Florida is in the nature of a re- 
sponse to our appeal for protection, and, we now 
venture to believe, the step taken in Florida will 
be followed in other States. Secretary Walter 
Donovan of the Florida Commission has said this 
matter, as well as other new rules published in 
this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE under the caption 
“Dope,” will be presented to the National Asso- 
ciation of State Racing Commissioners’ Executive 
Committee when it meets in Lexington on May 7. 

The Kentucky State Racing Commission last 
week took steps for improving the personnel of 
the stable staffs. California has done likewise. 
Illinois is following suit. Other States, naturally, 
will give more attention to the people who are 
permitted to have employment on race tracks 
under control of racing commissions. 
Meanwhile, we would be glad to observe a 


voluntarily get rid of bad characters in their 
employ. That would make it easier for the race 
track managers to give the stables proper protec- 
tion and to better police the stable yards. There 
must be cooperation in the matter. 

The nearest approach to this was the out- 
growth of a meeting of owners and trainers at 
Baltimore, April 9, when it was decided that 
everything possible would be done by them to 
improve racing, and a resolution was adopted ask- 
ing the Racing Commission to exclude undesir- 
ables from the stable grounds.

Claiming Races 

ENSING the fact that a “racket” is being con- 

ducted on the American Turf through the 
medium of claiming races, several owners of rac- 
ing establishments have lately expressed to us 
their belief that better racing will be had if and 
when there are no claiming events at all. 

We find, through the conversations we have 
had with those owners, that the greater number 
recognize the superiority of open claiming over 
the other form, which has come to be known as 
closed claiming. They do not, generally speak- 
ing, wish a return to the abuses attending the 
running of “policemen,” and the cliquing that 
fostered “friendly” claiming. Neither do they 
want a continuance of the practice now in vogue. 

Some of those experienced critics of the system 
seem to have about the same opinion of a profes- 
sional claimant as the average farmer has of a 
chicken hawk. The one waits until the horse is 
in winning form, or at least until he thinks he is, 
and plucks him for his own. The other usually 
waits until the chicken is fattened for the frying 
pan and then makes a feast of the fowl. 

So, THE BLOOD-HORSE is being asked to take 
the initiative in ground-making for a new system, 
which, early as possible, will do away with claim- 
ing races altogether, without return, of course, to 
the system of selling races. 

Abuse of the selling race system brought about 
the claiming race. Nobody wants to go back to 
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something carrying evils of an ancient order any- 
more than one wants to continue a practice 
frought with evils of more modern development. 

Therefore, we offer the suggestion that the 
American Turf’s governors, through the racing 
secretaries of the United States and of the Do- 
minion of Canada, set up a classification system. 

Classification by weight, rather than by time, 
perhaps would be most suitable and most accept- 
able to all. There could, however, if wanted, be 
classsification by weight and by time. 

Then, too, there could be, as in some countries, 
classification by distance, in addition to weight 
and time. 

The possibilities for improved racing under 
classification are great, as we think competent 
racing secretaries will readily recognize. The 
racing secretaries have, or at least they should 
have, the horses of America already classified as 
to the distance at which each races best, as to the 
best time shown at various distances, and as to 
the weight most suitable to be carried by each. 
This being true, a classification system would 
then, it seems, become more a matter of adoption 
than of building. 

However, we would be glad, indeed, to receive 
communications upon the subject from horse 
owners and trainers; from racing governors, 
managers and secretaries, and from patrons of 
racing with heartfelt wishes for improvement of 
the sport.

New York 

T seems probable that before the end of this 

week the trio of racing bills, already adopted 
by the New York Senate, will have passed the 
Assembly at Albany. It may work out that they 
will be on the Governor’s desk by the close of the 
week. Delay is generally understood to have 
been occasioned by the making of minor amend- 
ments in one or more of the measures while yet 
in committee. At any rate, track owners, man- 
agers, secretaries, horse owners, trainers and 
others concerned with racing in the Empire State 
are preparing for the changes in operation that 
the measures propose and will provide when 
adopted. There is a feeling of optimism as to 
the future of the sport in New York such as has 
not existed in all of a quarter of a century, and 
this feeling is reflected to the farthest reaches of 
the country.

Demand 

E hear from Kentucky owners that there 

is good demand for developed horses, pro- 
vided they can be purchased “on the cuff,” but 
there is little cash—other than that passing in 
claiming races—being offered. This may be ad- 
vanced as another reason for abandonment of 
the claiming system and adoption of a classifi- 
cation system.

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KENTUCKY DERBY 


HE plain and fancy foolishness concerning the 

Kentucky Derby had reached its height last 
week. Some of the soap bubbles blown by the 
classic’s many self-appointed press agents are 
now beginning to burst. Monday of this week 
Andrew Jackson Joyner, trainer for George D. 
Widener, announced that none of the candi- 
dates in his charge, Chicstraw, Kawagoe and 
Jack Low, would be started. Before Mr. Joyner 
made this announcement Chicstraw, for no good 
reason, had been backed in the future books to 
the extent that his odds had been lowered to 10 
to 1. In a conversation with a representative of 
THE BLOOD-HORSE, H. J. (Dick) Thompson, train- 
er for Col. E. R. Bradley, stated that neither 
Bakers Dozen nor Blue Again was shaping up as 
a horse of Derby calibre, but that the smart filly 
Bazaar was doing well. The maiden Bakers 
Dozen, nevertheless, has been wagered on exten- 
sively, and has been made one of the favorites for 
the Derby, at odds of only 20 to 1. 

The odds against Mrs. John Hay Whitney’s Fu- 
turity winner, Singing Wood, have dropped in the 
last two weeks from 25-1 to 8-1. The reason for 
this reduction is that Singing Wood has been 
working well for Trainer Jim Healy at Havre de 
Grace. His latest effort was five furlongs in 
1:01%5 on a sloppy track Monday of this week, 
along with *The Immortal II. Both colts were 
well in hand. Singing Wood, Mata Hari and 
tiskulus are quoted at 8 to 1 each. The maiden 
Sir Thomas still holds his position as favorite at 
6 to 1, in Tom Kearney’s book. Cavalcade is 12 
to 1, Bakers Dozen, Bazaar, Discovery, Time 
Clock, 20 to 1. . 

Mata Hari and her stablemates were moved 
from Dixiana, Lexington, to Churchill Downs last 
Sunday. Railbirds sat up and took notice, but 
newspaper men may not find Mata Hari as good 
“copy” as some of the lesser candidates, as Train- 
er Clyde Van Dusen has expressed his intention 
of going very slowly with her preparation. Sir 
Thomas on Friday, April 18, worked six furlongs 
in 1:14!;, “merely breezing.” At Jamaica April 
14, Sgt. Byrne worked six furlongs in 1:143%5, 
driving. Riskulus, quoted at an absurdly low 
price in the future books, will be tested against 
mediocre competition Saturday of this week in 
the Texas Derby. W. F. Hausman’s Ridge Mor, 
one of the extremely dark horses, worked seven 
furlongs in 1:29 and pulled up a mile in 1:434, 
at Churchill Downs April 14. It appears doubt- 
ful whether Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm will 
have a representative in the Derby. Weather 
conditions have militated against adequate 
training.

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DOPE owner or his authorized agent or trainer or chemist 

representing the owner or trainer of the horse whose 

ee saliva or other excretions or body fluids is_ being 

Kentucky analyzed. Should the chemical analysis show that the 


ERSONS who receive license from the Ken- 

tucky State Racing Commission to perform 
any service in connection with the training and 
riding of race horses will be required to give good 
reports. Persons who have been investigated by 
Federal authorities, or by State Racing Commis- 
sions or other Turf governing bodies, under 
charges of having possessed or administered nar- 
cotics for purposes of stimulating horses, will be 
required to make that fact known. 

This determination was reached at a meeting 
of the Commission, held in Louisville April 12, at 
which time it also was voted to adopt the saliva 
test at meetings on the Kentucky tracks. A 
chemist and a veterinarian are to be appointed 
by the Commission. A rule of procedure for the 
selection of horses to be tested and for making 
the test is to be adopted at a meeting of the 
Commission on April 27. 

The Commission amended rule 240, which now 
is to read: 

240. No injection of drugs shall be made, no drench 
or anything shall be administered, and no electrical, 
mechanical or other appliances other than the ordinary 
whip and spur shall be used for the purpose of stimu- 
lating the horse or affecting his speed in a race. Any 
person guilty of offending shall be punished at the dis- 
cretion of the stewards 

The rule formerly read the same from the be- 
ginning to and including the words “speed in a 
race.”” The words ‘Any person guilty of offend- 
ing shall be punished at the discretion of the 
Stewards” are new, and take the place of the 
words “Any person so offending shall be ruled 
off.” 

Secretary Thomas R. Underwood explained 
that the purpose of thus removing the mandatory 
clause is to permit the Stewards (as is the pro- 
cedure in Florida) to suspend the accused and 
refer the case to the State Racing Commission 
for final action. 

In addition to rule 240 there is the amendment 
adopted last fall as follows: 

240-A. Any owner, trainer, foreman, groom, stable 
employe or other person connected with any stable, 
found with narcotic drugs in his possession while upon 
the grounds of any of the tracks under the jurisdiction 
of the racing commission, shall be ruled off, and pos- 
session shall be deemed sufficient evidence for such 
ruling without further proof. 

* * 
Florida 

Walter H. Donovan, Secretary of the Florida 
State Racing Commission, on April 10, issued a 
statement covering the latest action of that body 
relative to the drugging of horses. The penalties 
imposed upon Leslie Thompson, J. Yancey Christ- 
mas and George W. Coburn during the racing 
season were commuted to 30-day suspensions, 
from the dates of their respective hearings. The 
Commission suspended Harry Herendeen for 30 
days on the charge that Levaal had been stimu- 
lated with a narcotic at Tropical Park March 28. 
Herendeen will stand reinstated as of April 28. 
No change was made in the status of Edward 
Haughton and Harry Cooper, who stand ruled 
off. The Commission adopted the following as a 
substitute for its rule pertaining to the stimula- 
tion of horses or the reverse of that: 


At the beginning of each racing season the Florida 
State Racing Commission may employ a chemist for the 
purpose of making a chemical analysis of saliva or other 
excretions or body fluids taken from any horse or horses 
running on any track operating under a license from 
the Florida State Racing Commission, and the making 
of said chemical analysis may be witnessed 


by the 


saliva or other excretions or body fluids of any horse go 
analyzed contain any narcotic stimulant or drug of any 
kind or description, the trainer of said horse may be 
suspended or ruled off of all race tracks in Florida. 

Any trainer once having been suspended for violation 
of this rule, and thereafter another analysis of saliva 
or other excretions or body fluids as above provided or 
as provided by any other Racing Commission or Turf 
governing body, of any horse being trained by the said 
trainer shows that a stimulant, drug or narcotic has 
been administered, the same shall be considered a see- 
ond offense, and the said trainer shall then be ruled 
off of all tracks in Florida. 

Any person found guilty by the Florida State Racing 
Commission of any participation in or knowledge of the 
fact that any narcotic, stimulant or drug has been ad- 
ministered to any horse shall be ruled off of all tracks 
in Florida, and if any person or persons licensed by the 
Florida State Racing Commission to operate a_ race 
track, or if any officer or director of any association or 
corporation licensed by the Florida State Racing Com- 
mission to operate a race track be found guilty by the 
Florida State Racing Commission of any participation 
in or knowledge of the fact that any narcotic, stimulant 
or drug has been administered to any horse, then in 
that event, the license of said person or persons or of 
said association or corporation shall be revoked. 

By the adoption of the following the Florida 
State Racing Commission automatically rules off 
any person who has been convicted of possession 
of narcotics: 

Any person licensed by this Commission or any other 
racing commission or Turf governing body who has 
been convicted of possession of narcotics by any court 
in the land shall be ruled off from all tracks in Florida. 

In order to obviate the formality of securing a 
search warrant when persons suspected of pos- 
sessing narcotics, the Florida Racing Commis- 
sion adopted the following rule: 

Every jockey, apprentice or any other employee of 
any owner or trainer of horses racing on any track in 
Florida, shall subject himself to a search of his cloth- 
ing and person and riding equipment at any time he 
shall be requested to do so by any person or persons 
designated to make said search by the Florida State 
Racing Commission. 

Secretary Donovan said that these rule changes 
will be brought before the meeting of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the National Association of 
State Racing Commissioners in Lexington, Mon- 
day, May 7, with the hope that there may be 
adoption of uniform rules for the suppression of 
the doping evil. Further Mr. Donovan said: 

The experience gained by several northern commis 
sions this spring, together with that of Florida this 
winter should enable us to definitely conclude this 
subject. 

Maryland 

At the Lord Baltimore Hotel, Baltimore, the 
evening of April 9, there was a meeting of ap- 
proximately 50 owners and trainers, called by Dr. 
J. Fred Adams, owner of Glen Wild Farm, 
Catonsville, Md. It was the sense of the meeting, 
after much discussion, that the vast majority of 
owners and trainers in Maryland are sincerely 
eager for the abandonment of the use of stimu- 
lants of all kinds and that these horsemen stand 
four-square with the Maryland Racing Commis- 
sion in its efforts to accomplish this end. The 
meeting unanimously endorsed the use of a re 
ceiving barn and appointed a committee com- 
posed of Major G. L. Stryker, owner of Spring- 
field Farm, Timonium; John H. (Bud) Stotler, 
trainer of the Alfred Gwyn Vanderbilt horses, 
Sagamore Farm, Glyndon; J. W. (Big Jim) 
Healy, chief trainer of Mrs. John Hay Whitney’ 
horses, and Dr. Adams to deliver to the racing 
commission its recommendations. The receiving 
barn would be in addition to the saliva test, and 
would afford the trainers protection desired 
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against the possibility of their charges being sur- 
reptitiously doped before racing. Another out- 
growth of the discussion was that the use of 
“tonics” on horses about to race is entirely un- 
necessary. The meeting further voted to ask the 
State Racing Commission to have strict examina- 
tion as to horsemanship and character of all ap- 
plicants for license to train. The Committee 
also is to ask that all persons not bona fide stable 
employees be denied entrance to stable grounds. 
* * 

Texas 

The Texas Sanitary Livestock Commission's 
chemist will make saliva tests for dope on horses 
racing in that State when the track veterinarian 
finds tests necessary to be made. Horsemen will 
be privileged to have a veterinarian who is 
licensed in Texas to represent them when tests 
are made. Judge Joseph A. Murphy, director of 
racing, and Dr. W. G. Brock, track veterinarian, 
at a meeting at Arlington Downs on April 11 
with members of the Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association, agreed that trainers should be in the 
paddock all the while any of their horses are 
there, and that a trainer should be able to detect 
anything wrong with his horse. The tone in 
Texas appears to be one of co-operation for sup- 
pression of the evil practice. 
Louisiana 

In Federal Court at New Orleans, April 12, 
Angelo De Gregoria, alias Charles Gray, who 
raced horses at the New Orleans meetings, was 
convicted of having possessed and administered 
narcotics to one of his horses, and was sentenced 
by Judge Borah to serve a year and a day in the 
Atlanta penitentiary. Trainer Joseph R. Masek 
was found not guilty. 

* 

Ohio 

Chairman George Blecker last week announced 
that the Ohio Racing Commission will ban from 
tracks in that state any horse on which stimu- 
lants are used, and will rule off any and all per- 
sons found to have been responsible for the 
doping of horses. They will adopt means to pre- 
vent stimulation, either the use of segregation 
stables or the saliva test. Maybe both.

Nebraska 


ROM Lincoln comes information that petitions 
seeking to initiate a law to permit pari- 
mutuel betting at race tracks in Nebraska are 
in circulation throughout the state. Omaha is 
Nebraska’s former best racing point. Ak-Sar- 
Ben Exposition Company has a fine plant at 
Omaha.

New Jersey 
It is expected that Assemblyman Anthony Sira- 
cusa’s bill to legalize pari-mutuels in New Jersey, 
which has passed the Assembly, will be voted on 
in the Senate at Trenton this week. To be com- 
pletely successful, the bill must also be passed at 
next year’s session of the Legislature and then 
must be ratified by the voters. 


GEORGE W. SCHILLING, steward at Tanforan, is 
proposing hurdle races over the main course as 
an inducement to promotion of steeplechase rac- 
ing in California. New racing plants now being 
built in California will have steeplechase courses.

TIMELY NEW ORGANIZATION

T a luncheon meeting at the Greentree 

Farm, Lexington, April 17, was launched an 
organization to encourage cooperative efforts in 
all matters pertaining to the breeding of Thor- 
oughbred horses, and to strive for cooperative ef- 
fort in all interests of Thoroughbred horse 
breeders. 


The name is American Thoroughbred Breeders 
Association and its first officers have been chosen 
as follows: John Hay Whitney, of New York, 
President; Arthur B. Hancock, of Paris, Ky., 
Vice-President, and Major Louie A. Beard, Lex- 
ington, Ky., Secretary-Treasurer. 

In addition to the three officers, members of 
the executive committee are Admiral Cary T. 
Grayson, Washington, D. C.; Walter M. Jeffords, 
Glen Riddle, Pa.; Carleton Burke, Los Angeles, 
Calif., Senator J. N. Camden, Paris, Ky., Hal 
Price Headley, Lexington, Ky., and Thomas Piatt, 
Lexington, Ky. 

The objects of the association are to gather and 
disseminate information that will be of interest 
and benefit to breeders of Thoroughbred horses; 
to make investigation of and to report on all 
practices detrimental or injurious to Thorough- 
bred horses; to endeavor in all proper ways to 
eliminate such practices and to plan for main- 
taining the breeding and racing of Thoroughbred 
horses on a sound and _ sportsmanlike basis 
throughout the states and territories of the 
United States and the provinces of Canada which 
may belong to the association. A further object 
of the association is to encourage and promote a 
thorough study of diseases of every kind which 
may effect the breeding and raising of Thorough- 
bred horses and to disseminate information so ob- 
tained throughout the United States and the 
Dominion of Canada. 

All breeders of Thoroughbred horses and other 
persons who, in the judgment of the membership 
committee, are of such character and have such 
interest in the objects of the association as to 
entitle them to membership, shall be eligible for 
membership. The initial fee is to be $50.00, dues 
to be $25.00, payable on May 1. In addition, 
whenever a member registers a foal with The 
Jockey Club, he is to pay the American Thor- 
oughbred Breeders Association $5.00. 

Major Beard, after the organization meeting, 
stated that the initial membership is approxi- 
mately 50, and that the members are residents of 
Kentucky, New York, Massachusetts, Pennsyl- 
vania, Maryland, Virginia, Ohio, Illinois, Califor- 
nia and other states where Thoroughbred horses 
are bred and owned. 

The necessity for such an association has been 
apparent for sometime and the expectation here 
is that the American Thoroughbred Breeders As- 
sociation will expand to such proportions that it 
will have auxiliary bodies in every racing state in 
the Union and in all racing provinces of Canada. 
Its influence for good in the uplift of racing 
should be great.

KENTUCKY 


STATE RACING COMMISSION 


T a meeting held in Louisville April 12, with 

Chairman Polk Laffoon, of Covington; Vice- 
chairman W. E. Smith, of Louisville; Theodore 
Mueller, of Louisville; and Stephen Sewell 
Combs, of Lexington, members, present, impor- 
tant steps for improvement of racing in Ken- 
tucky were taken. Secretary Thomas R. Under- 
wood, of Lexington, stated that Frazer LeBus, of 
Lexington, fifth member of the Commission, is 
absent from the state, on a visit to relatives in 
California. 

It was voted to adopt the saliva test (see page 
492) and to amend Rule 240 as a further means 
toward the suppression of the use of stimulants 
on horses. The Commission voted to require 
broader information from and about persons who 
seek license to be trainers, jockeys, stable fore- 
men, grooms, exercise boys, horse shoers, au- 
thorized agents, jockey agents or valets. This 
information is principally to be secured by re- 
sponses to questions on applications for license. 
The questions to be answered are as follows: 

Have you ever been ruled off, when and where? 

If reinstated, when and where? 

Have you ever been suspended or fined more than 
$25, if so give details? 

Has an indictment or information been returned or 
complaint been made against you by the United States 
or any State charging purchase, sale, use or possession 
of narcotics? 

State when and where—if matter disposed of and 
how? 

In addition to answering these questions the 
applicant, is required to make the following cer- 
tification and waiver: 

I hereby certify that I have read the foregoing appli- 
cation and that every statement contained therein is 
true and correctly set forth, and I do hereby assert and 
agree, as a condition precedent to the receiving of said 
license, that the same may, at any time, be summarily 
revoked, cancelled or suspended, or withdrawn, and 
that the barns and living rooms used by me may be 
searched for the possession of narcotics without a 
search warrant at all times, either in my presence or 
absence, by the Kentucky State Racing Commission, or 
the officials at any track acting under its jurisdiction, 
and I do hereby waive any and all rights which I now, 
or may hereafter, have to object to any such search, 
and waive all claims arising or growing out of any such 
search against the Kentucky State Racing Commission, 
and/or the members thereof, the Racing Association on 
whose premises the search is made, and/or the officials 
at any track making such search. 

The questions and that portion of the certifi- 
cation and waiver from the beginning to the 
words “suspended or withdrawn” are identical 
with those on the application form of the Illinois 
Racing Commission and in other respects the 
Kentucky application form closely follows that 
of the Illinois Commission. 

The Kentucky applications will be delivered by 

Secretary Underwood to the State Racing Com- 
mission’s license committee, composed of Judge 
Charles F. Price, C. Bruce Head and Thomas C. 
Bradley, who were named at the meeting on April 
12. This license committee will make its recom- 
mendations, as in former years, to the State 
Racing Commission. The Commission adjourned 
to meet again on Friday, April 27, at Louisville 
for the purpose of receiving the license com- 
mittee’s report and for the transaction of such 
other business as may come before it. 
_ The Commission voted that the riding fees for 
jockeys in Kentucky shall be reinstated to $25 
for winning and $10 for losing mounts, beginning 
at the Churchill Downs Spring meeting. 

The Kentucky Commission voted that its mem- 
bers will join the National Association of State 


Racing Commissions. This makes nine com- 
missions now represented in the Association, 
These are Florida, Kentucky, Maryland, Michi- 
gan, New Hampshire, New Jersey, Ohio, Texas 
and Washington. The Commissions of Illinois and 
West Virginia, Secretary Underwood reports, 
will be represented at the meeting in Lexington 
on May 7, following the Kentucky Derby at 
Louisville on May 5. 

The Commission approved a list of officials for 
Churchill Downs’ spring meeting as_ follows: 
Charles F. Price, C. Bruce Head, Thomas (C, 
Bradley and Elijah Hogge, stewards; W. H. 
Shelley, S. H. McMeekin, Sherman Goodpaster, 
placing judges; W. H. Shelley, racing secretary; 
S. H. McMeekin, clerk of the scales; Larry Bogen- 
schutz, entry clerk; William Hamilton, starter; 
Dr. J. T. Chawk, paddock judge. The Commission 
designated Elijah Hogge to be the steward 
present at the start of each race. This is a revival 
of a former practice in Kentucky. 

At the request of Maurice Galvin, the Latonia 
Jockey Club was permitted to defer presentation 
of its list of officials for the spring meeting until 
a later date. 


MRS. CRUMP SUES TWO 

Albert Sabath, owner, and B. S. (Bert) Michell, 
trainer, of the Kentucky Derby eligibles Dan 
Sabath and Norman D., were made defendants in 
a suit filed at Louisville, Ky., April 12, by Mrs. 
Ruth Crump, wife of former Jockey William 
Crump. Mrs. Crump prays for $750. The court 
granted Mrs. Crump a writ of attachment on the 
horses Dan Sabath and Norman D. Mrs. Crump 
alleges in her petition that she leased Rego to 
Sabath and Michell, that she was to receive 40 
per cent of the horse’s earnings and the other 
two to retain 60 per cent. The records show that 
Rego started four times in the name of Albert 
Sabath at Tropical Park last January and earned 
$535. After his fourth start, on January 17, Rego 
was claimed by J. E. Smallman for $1,500. Mrs. 
Crump alleges that Sabath and Michell, when 
called upon to settle, paid her $1,000. Mrs. Crump 
claims she was entitled to the entire $1,500 claim- 
ing price and $220 as her share of Rego’s earn- 
ings.

MUTUEL MEN RULED OFF 
T Tallahassee, April 10, there was a meeting 
of the Florida State Racing Commission (see 
page 492 under “Dope’’), after which Secretary 
Walter H. Donovan made the following an- 
nouncement: 

The following persons were ruled off of all tracks in 
Florida by the Racing Commission at its meeting De- 
cember 22, 1933, as participants in a fraud committed 
in the mutuel department at Tropical Park on March 
11, 1932: Sam Ritter, John E. Popp, Paul E. Koons, 
J. O'Donovan, Henry Green, Gus Wells and Arthur 
Barolet. 

This is belated aftermath of the removal of 
Gus Wells, who had charge of the pari-mutuel 
room at Tropical Park’s spring meeting, and 
these other aforementioned members of his crew 
at the instance of the Florida Commission, of 
which Roddy Burdine, of Miami, was then Chair- 
man.

FROM BOWIE TO HAVRE DE GRACE 


o dozen days of racing which opened the 
Maryland racing season closed last Saturday, 
April 14, at Bowie. Apparently the management 
came through without loss, despite the fact that 
the weather was none too favorable and despite 
the further fact that it was very difficult to fill 
the programs during the early part of the meet- 
ing. On the final day the weather was chill and 
gloomy, but a crowd of approximately 15,000 
turned out and wagered substantially enough, in 
all probability, to assure a profit for the pro- 
moters, though not a large one. Few horses 
were ready for racing at the beginning of the 
season, but during the second week it was less 
dificult to find racing talent. The Southern 
Maryland Handicap as an added money event 
found so little support that it was called off and 
a $1,500 overnight purse race of the same name 
was substituted in its stead as the feature of the 
final day. The race attracted a field of seven, 
and the 4-year-old Gay World, making his first 
start in the East, rushed forward in the stretch 
and won over Chatmoss, Chance Flight, Xerseise, 
Jungle King, the favorite Sabula and the first 
starter Omar Khy. The winner had top weight 
of 120 pounds. 

Havre de Grace’s meeting began with rain and a 
muddy track, which proved a lucky break for 
Silent Shot, an extremely good mudder. In the 
Harford Handicap he defeated the prominent 
3-year-old High Quest, whose first start of the 
season attracted considerable attention to the 
race. ° 

Three other stakes, each with $7,500 added, 
are to be run during the meeting. The Philadel- 
phia Handicap will be run Saturday, April 21, the 
Aberdeen Stakes Wednesday, April 25, the Chesa- 
peake Stakes, for 3-year-olds, Saturday, April 28. 


ANGELIC BY SIX LENGTHS 


Last August at Saratoga, a couple of weeks 
after Elylee had won the Flash Stakes, a yearling 
sister to the good Infinite colt was offered as part 
of W. B. Miller’s consignment to the Fasig-Tipton 
sales. Despite the good showing made by Elylee 
the filly brought only $700 in the sales ring. She 
was purchased for Mrs. Damon Runyon, wife of 
the famous sports writer. During the winter 
season at Miami she showed up as the best 
2-year-old racing there, but failed to win a stakes 
event. She made her first start at a northern 
track April 7 at Bowie and when she finished 10 
lengths ahead of No Saint in that half-mile effort 
she made herself favorite for the twenty-sixth 
running of the Bowie Kindergarten Stakes 
($2,000 added, 2-year-olds, four furlongs), run 
Wednesday, April 11. She went to the post at 
55 cents on the dollar, and was considered so 
much the class of the field of nine that the second 
choice, Greentree Stable’s Up and Up, was more 
than 7 to 1. Under 116 pounds and ridden by 
John Gilbert, Angelic rushed to the front soon 
after the start and drew away steadily until at 
the end she was six lengths in front of Mrs. John 
Hay Whitney’s No Saint (117), a High Time colt 
which had headed the others for most of the dis- 
tance. The Fair Fields Stable’s (Mrs. W. S. 
Kilmer’s) Try Sympathy (117), by Tryster out 
of Simpatica, the dam of Starpatic and Suntica, 
closed well and lacked only a head of catching No 
Saint. E. K. Bryson’s Our Mae (114) was fourth,

Not often does the lowest-weighted horse win 
a handicap stakes event in America, but it fell 
out that way at Havre de Grace Monday, April 
16, in the Harford Handicap ($2,500 added, 
8-year-olds and up, six furlongs), feature of the 
opening day’s program. The low-weight in the 
field of eight was J. E. Hughes’ Silent Shot 
(100). The public agreed with the handicapper 
in placing the 4-year-old at the bottom of the 
list and made him the extreme outsider in the 
betting, at $14.60 to $1. Favorite was the top- 
weight, Springsteel (126). But it happened that 
it rained that day at Havre de Grace and the 
track was muddy, and the mud is Silent Shot’s 
leather. Ridden by J. Mattioli, he trailed the field 
for half the distance. Up ahead, the Brookmeade 
Stable’s High Quest (3-y-o0, 112), a Preakness 
candidate making his first start of the year, was 
being driven sharply to keep with the leaders. 
Miney Myerson (111), Bonanza (3-y-o, 103) and 
Character (108) raced head and head with the 
*Sir Gallahad III colt until near the turn, where 
High Quest, ridden by Mack Garner, began to 
draw away. Until the turn was reached Silent 
Shot did not appear to have a chance, but as Mat- 
tioli began driving the colt responded readily, 
and he rapidly picked up all the field except High 
Quest, which had a length advantage midway of 
the stretch run. But in the last sixteenth High 
Quest tired from his struggle for the lead, began 
to lose ground. Silent Shot went by him to win 
going away by half a length. High Quest was 
a length and a half ahead of G. W. Ogle’s Patch- 
pocket (3-y-o, 106), third. Fourth money went 
to the Jersey Stable’s Character. The order of 
finish for the others: Curacao (112), Springsteel, 
Bonanza, Miney Myerson. Time, :23%5, :47%, 
1:133, track muddy. Stakes division, $1,800, 
$500, $250, $100.

ARLINGTON DOW NS 


RLINGTON DOWNS’ successful meeting of 

21 days comes to a close Saturday, April 21, 
with the running of the $10,000 added Texas 
Derby as the feature of the final day. The race 
probably will have a fairly large field, with 
Riskulus as the likely favorite and with Col. E. 
R. Bradley’s Boy Valet among the prominent 
starters.

Burning Up captured the 
fourth event, and in the fifth King had the thrill- 
ing experience of keeping the nose of the 6-year- 
old Gaillardia (106) inches ahead of Mrs. A. M. 
Creech’s Desert Call (114) for most of the jour- 
ney in the West Texas Handicap ($1,000 added, 
3-year-olds and up, six furlongs). The close 
finish of the stakes event was quite a feather in 
the cap of Racing Secretary E. W. Bury, who 
handicapped the race. Gaillardia won by a head,

The Governor’s Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 1 1-16 miles), feature of the pro- 
gram at Arlington Downs Saturday, April 14, 
attracted a field of 13, but the contest was mostly 
between two of the starters. W. C. Stroube’s 
Clarify (117), ridden by J. Pollard, got to front 
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after having raced close up for the first half-mile. 
As he went to the lead he was accompanied by 
the Three D’s Stock Farm Stable’s *Quatre Bras 
II (120), which had left the post slowly enough 
to have to race on the outside at the first turn 
but had moved up with the leaders before the 
first quarter was finished. In the last half-mile 
of the contest the two drew away from the others 
as they fought for the lead, Clarify keeping his 
advantage by inches all the way, until they 
crossed the finish line so close together that it

MRS. BLANCHARD SUES 


Mrs. Cyrilla Blanchard, of Montreal, Canada, 
on April 11 at Houston, Texas, filed two suits in 
Federal Court against the Texas Breeders and 
Racing Association operating Epsom Downs. 
The damages prayed for total $117,350 and are 
the outgrowth of the shooting and wounding of 
her son Tommy Blanchard, a stable boy employed 
by A. G. Tarn, an owner whose home is in 
Montreal. The shooting was done by L. A. Eades, 
a special officer employed by the Epsom Downs 
management on March 15. One suit is by Mrs. 
Blanchard personally, and the other is by Mrs. 
Blanchard on behalf of her son. The mother 
alleges the boy probably has been permanently 
disabled as a result of being shot. In the other 
Suit she states that the boy would have become 
a jockey next year and that he had a reasonable 
expectation of earning a minimum of $10,000 
a year. 

ARLINGTON DOWNS FALL DATES 

W. T. Waggoner, acting for the Texas Jockey 
Club, of which he is president, has mailed to the 
State Racing Commission an application for dates 
for 21 days of racing at Arlington Downs, October 
25 to November 17. Mr. Waggoner expressed to 
the Commission his opinion that the interests of 
racing in Texas would be served best if the Com- 
mission would insist that the sport should not be 


overdone in any community. Twenty-one days in 
one meeting is sufficient for any Texas com- 
munity, in Mr. Waggoner’s belief. 


FOREIGN 


MATE’S FIRST ENGLISH START 

NGLAND’S handicappers usually play safe in 

assigning weights to American horses racing 
in that country. When A. C. Bostwick’s Mate 
went to the post for the first time in England 
in the Newbury Spring Cup, one mile, straight, 
last Saturday, April 14, he carried top weight of 
133 pounds Ridden by the veteran Fred Fox, he 
finished unplaced in the 16-horse field. The win- 
ner, A. R. A. Heath’s Young Native, a 5-year-old, 
carried 112 pounds. He finished a length and a 
half ahead of Abbots Worthy (116), with The 
Font (84) third. Under his weight Mate was not 
considered important in the betting; he went to 
the post at 20 to 1. His main objective, and that 
of Gusto, another American horse now racing in 
England, is the Ascot Gold Cup to be run June 
21. Young Native is by Junior (by Symington, 
by Ayrshire) out of Mollusca, by St. Frusquin. 


GUSTO’S FIRST START 

Exchanges which arrived from England last 
week carried details of the first start in that 
country of Morton L. Schwartz’s Gusto, concern- 
ing which cable dispatches had reported briefly. 
The race was the Coventry Plate, one mile, at 
Kempton Park March 31. Gusto, ridden by the 
veteran Joe Childs, carried top weight of 133 
pounds, conceding three to the winner, the Hon. 
George Lambton’s Pricket, a 6-year-old gelding 
by Twelve Pointer. Dianthus (3-y-0, 88) was 
second, three lengths behind the winner, and 
Fairyhill (4-y-o, 126) was third. Gusto, fourth, 
came in ahead of four others, the last of which 
was a 4-year-old called Gallant Fox. There was 
no fourth money for Gusto. Meyrick Good com- 
mented in The Sporting Life: 

There is a lot to like about Gusto II, a son of Ameri- 
can Flag. He is a fine big chestnut, but he does not 
boast the quality of the little black Pricket. It may be 


some time before the 5-year-old_ gets  acclimatised. 
There was no money for him on Saturday. 


JIM RUSSELL INJURED 


James Russell, well known as a trainer and 
owner in Europe, South Africa and America, will 
be inactive for some time as a result of injuries 
received recently at his Mablethorpe training 
establishment. After Telegram, a 4-year-old, had 
won a race at Nottingham, one of Mr. Russell’s 
patrons bought the colt and sent him to Mable- 
thorpe. As the horse was being unloaded he 
lashed out at his new trainer and broke his leg. 
As Mr. Russell fell Telegram had at him several 
times more, breaking his arm and inflicting cuts 
and bruises. Mr. Russell had started the season 
by winning the Lincolnshire Handicap with Play 
On, whose owner, M. I. Simon, was there to see 
his colors carried for the first time on any race 
course. 


WILLIAM P. KYNE indicated in San Francisco 
last week that he would seek the services of 
Christopher J. Fitz Gerald as presiding steward 
at the meeting which opens at Bay Meadows 
October 19.

Arlington Inaugural Handicap, $2,500 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, six furlongs. 
=o Stakes, $4,000 added, 2-year-olds, 5% fur- 
— Futurity, $25,000 added, 2-year-olds, six fur- 
ong 
Arlington Lassie Stakes, $10,000 added, 2-year-old fillies, 
six furlongs. 

Except for the Futurity and Lassie Stakes, 
which have already closed, the stakes will be 
open to nominations until Friday, June 1. 
Blanks will be mailed out in a few days. The 
values of all the stakes events are the same as in 
1933, except that the Hyde Park Stakes has been 
reduced from $7,500 added to $4,000. The Ar- 
lington Futurity has an estimated gross value of 
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$60,000; the Lassie, $35,000. The Classic has 
more added money than any other race to be run 
this year. 

Mr. Hertz gave out the information that on the 
days when there are no stakes there will be one 
purse of $1,200 and another of $1,000. The mini- 
mum purse value will be $800 as in 1933. 
Whether there will be eight races a day, as last 
year, was not stated. The Arlington Park man- 
agement believes the total distribution to owners 
will exceed the $354,505 paid out last year in 
stakes and purses. The daily average distribu- 
tion last year was $11,816.33. 

The meeting of the executive committee was 
preceded by a stockholders’ meeting earlier in 
the week, at which the board of directors was re- 
elected. The directors then re-elected the officers 
of the Arlington Park Jockey Club. Otto W. 
Lehmann remains as president, Weymouth Kirk- 
land, Roy D. Keene, Warren Wright and Lau- 
rence Armour as vice-presidents, Leonard Flor- 
sheim as treasurer and Roy Carruthers secretary. 
Charles A. McCulloch was continued as chairman 
of the board of directors. The directors of the 
Post and Paddock Club elected Laurence Armour 
president, Thomas E. Wilson vice-president, Law- 
rence F. Stern secretary, Charles F. Glore 
treasurer.

DEATH OF REGRET 

EGRET, champion 2-year-old of the lean rac- 

ing season of 1914 and the only filly ever to 
win the Kentucky Derby, died at the C. V. Whit- 
ney Farm, Lexington, last Saturday afternoon, at 
the age of 22. She left an orphan a bay filly foal 
by *Royal Minstrel, born April 11. The foal has 
been provided with a foster mother. 

Regret, a chestnut mare, foaled in 1912, was 
by Broomstick out of Jersey Lightning, by Ham- 
burg, second dam Daisy F., by Riley, third dam 
Modesty (winner of the first American Derby), 
by War Dance, thence back to the American tap- 
root Maria West. A sister to the Futurity winne1 
Thunderer and the winner Barnegat, she was 
bred by the late Harry Payne Whitney, whose 
breeding operations were then conducted in New 
Jersey. She was undefeated at two and three. 
Her three starts at two were in the Saratoga 
Special, Sanford Memorial Stakes and Hopeful 
Stakes. At three she won the Kentucky Derby 
in her first start of the year, and captured the 
Saranac Handicap. At four she won a mile race, 
beating Flittergoid and others, but was unplaced 
in the Saratoga Handicap won by Stromboli. 
Under 123 pounds the filly led for half a mile, 
then weakened. At five she won three of her 
four races, including the Gazelle Handicap, but 
ran her best race in the one event in which she 
was beaten. This was the Brooklyn Handicap, in 
which she carried 120 pounds and was beaten a 
nose by her stablemate Borrow (117) in 1:49%5, 
a new American record for a mile and an eighth. 
Her earnings in four seasons were $35,093.75. 

Retired to the stud at the then new Whitney 
Farm in Kentucky, Regret failed to produce a 
high-class racer. She had 11 foals, Penitent, 1919; 
Revenge, 1920; Nemesis, 1921; Stigma, 1923; Re- 
penter, 1925; Rueful, 1927; Mea Culpa, 1928; 
Redress, 1930; March Heiress, 1931; Brabble, 
1932; bay filly by *Royal Minstrel, 1934. Of these, 
Revenger, Repenter and Redress were the only 
colts. Her only winners were Penitent, Revenge 
(Yonkers Handicap), Rueful and Redress. Peni- 
tent is the dam of the stakes winner Easter 
Hatter; Nemesis, of the stakes winners Red Rag 
and Avenger; Stigma, of the stakes winner Blot. 


MOWLEE IN MARYLAND 

Mowlee, dark brown son of Lucullite— 
*Epinglette, by Sardanapale, now nine, has 
been acquired by Allan and Norman Clark, 
brothers, of Clarksville, who maintain a good 
stud farm on rolling land in Howard County, Md. 
Since his sale to A. Balsam at the Rancocas Stud 
dispersal in December 1930, Mowlee has been in 
Pennsylvania, where his opportunities were de- 
cidedly limited. THE BLOOD-HORSE hears that 15 
mares have been booked to him at $100 for this 
season. 


DEATH OF BRONZEWING 

Bronzewing, chestnut mare, 23, by Stalwart— 
Miss Dolly, by *St. George, died at the farm of 
her owner, Dan Lehan, near Louisville, Ky., several 
days ago.

BALES HAS SLIPALONG 

A note to THE BLOOD-HORSE from A. W. Bales, 
automobile dealer at Lampasas, Texas, brings the 
information that he has Slipalong, a Government 
stallion, standing at his place. Slipalong is a son 
of Ballot—-Hazzaza, by Cunard, foaled in 1918. 
He was bred at Lexington for the late H. H. 
Hewitt, of Buffalo, N. Y., by John I. Smith, who 
had charge of the Hewitt horses from the begin- 
ning to the end of that gentleman’s connection 
with the Turf. Slipalong raced only at two and 
three, winning once from nine starts; second once 
and third twice. Slipalong, being in the Govern- 
ment service, isn’t presumed to have had oppor- 
tunity to sire many horses for racing purposes. 
However, he has a couple of winners to his credit 
in recent years, Lawton and Alkali, the latter 
winning last year and a couple of times this year.

The 
sale was negotiated by Mr. Chinn, who will act 
as manager of the property as well as continuing 
to train the Plunkett and Chinn racing stable. 

Dr. Plunkett plans to assemble some breeding 
stock at the farm, but at present virtually all 
the horses he owns are in the training stable at 
the Kentucky Association track, Lexington, wait- 
ing to be shipped to Detroit.
